' "It is an engineering problem," 
•Allred said. "If the proposed test 
Is practicable and fair it is legal. 


. Whether it is practicable is for an 
engineer to determine. I advised 
the commission to that effect be- 
fore and since the order was is- 
sued."

Judge Ward set April 26 as the 
date of the trial.

Brady, district attorney, thereup- 
on announced his withdrawal 
as 


prosecutor of the case and Judge 
Ward ordered the state attorney 
general's office to, take over the 
prosecution. 


The new trial was granted after 


Col. Charles Erskine Scott Wood, 
noted author and lawyer, 
with- 


drew from the Mooney defense to 
which he had 'offered, his services 
for argument on the new trial 
motion . 


Wood had been asked by the 


Mooney defense committee to join 
their forces in the 
absence 
of 
Frank P. Walsh, 
veteran 
New 


York attorney who has led the 
fight for years. Col. Wood an- 
npunced he had withdrawn from 
the case at Mooney's request. 


"Mooney told me," said Wood, 
"that he did not desire the in- 
troduction of a new attorney into 
his case at this late date. Other 
than that I have- nothing to say." 
The action of Judge Ward was 


another . step in the 16-year fight 
to clear Mooney of responsibility 
for the explosion that killed ten 
and injured forty persons. Mooney 
and his sympathizers have always 
contended 
he was 
"framed" 
by 


"capitalistic interests." 


Mooney will be tried on a mur- 


der indictment 
that never was 


u?ed. He was convicted of a sim- 
ilar charge and sentenced to hang 
but the sentence was« commuted 
to life imprisonment after inter-

Mooney supporters asked for the 


trial on the belief that an ac- 
quittal would enable them to ob- 
tain a pardon from the governor 
on the charge upon which he was 
convicted. Although the trial will 
be on another indictment it in 
effect will be a new trial as the 
only difference in the indictments 
is the name of the- person killed.

Former Governor of Wisconsin, Recently Returned from 


Soviet Visit, Would Be Youngest U. §. Ambassador. 


Administration Reported Favoring Recognition.

When, and if, the United State* extends official recognition to Soviet 
Russia and resumes diplomatic relations, it is probable, according to 
Washington observers, that 36-year-old Philip La Follette, former Gov- 
ernor of Wisconsin, will receive the appointment to represent Uncle 
Sam at Moscow. La Follette, who recently returned from an extended 
tour in Europe with his wife, during which he talked with many high 
Soviet officials, was a visitor at the White House, with his brother, Sena- 
tor Robert La Follette, a few days ago. It is believed that he had a long 
chat with President Roosevelt on the Russian situation at that time. 
Philip La Follette has had an interesting career in politics, he stumped 
for hi§ father, "Fighting Bob," when the famous founder of the 
La Follette dynasty ran for the Presidency as an independent. 
That 


i* something of a record for an early entrance to the political arena. 
Philip was graduated from the University of Wisconsin, served as a 
lieutenant in the World War and returned to become a lecturer in 
the university law school. He aided his brother Bob in the-latter'* cam- 
paign for the U. S. Senate after the death of his father in 1925, in 
which year he became District Attorney of Dane County. At the age of 
thirty-three, Philip became Governor of Wisconsin, a position his father 
did not attain until he was 45. The flood of wet sentiment that swept 
the country last Fall resulted in La Folletto's defeat for renomination in 
the primaries. His defeat marked the first time in 32 years that the 


hold of the La Follette dynasty on the State was broken.

Veteran Pilot Sees 


Meteor From Skies

KANSAS CITY, March 23.—(/p) 


—The flash of a brilliant meteor 
across thn Texas skins this morn- 
ing was described today by Bill 
Coyle, air mail pilot, as it appear- 
ed to him from what he termed 
"a ringside seat 9,500 feet above 
the earth." 


'It was the 
most 
spectacular 


sight I ever have witnessed. Tho 
meteor appeared out of the north- 
east traveling west by southwest. 
It was 5:15 a. m., mountain time, 
and I was over Adrian, Texas, 45 
miles west of Amarillo. 


''The meteor first gave the ap- 


pearance of a large flood light be- 
ing turned on. in the sky. 
It in- 


creased in brilliance with extreme 
rapidity. In a second or so u 
grew too bright to look at. 


"At first I thought it was com- 


ing straight for me. We were at 
about the same altitude. 
In a 


moment I caught sight of its tail 
and could toll that it was goin" 
north of me. 


"It's line of flight was probably 


40 or 50 miles distant. 
At any 


rate, it was so close I could so--- 
fiery fragments 
of the 
meteor 


whirling away from ;t and drop- 
ping back into the tail. 


"Before it struck or disintegrat- 


ed, the meteor had lost 
altitude 


and I was looking down on its 
long, horizontal flight. 


"It appeared to be about the 


size of our Wichita hangar 
and 


shaped like a ball. It left a deep 
red trail with a bluish tint which 
hung in the sky until obliterated 
by daylight. 


"Besides the pieces which ap- 


epared to explode into the tail, 
others exploded from the 
main 


mass and dropped to the grour/t, 
so it was impossible to tell wheth- 
er the meteor 
gradually disinte- 


grated or struck the ground. 


"However, it faded from my view 


in what appeared to be the vicin- 
ity of Tucumcari. 


"I noticed that 
an 
extremely 


bright, fiery thread extended back- 
ward from the main mass bcfor-3 
it spread out into 
the 
gaseous, 


brilliantly shaded tail which may 
have 
been between 50 and 100 
milos long."
